The trees were donated by the Palm Beach County Solid Waste 
Authority. According to Sue Teets, assistant to Belle Glade City 
Manager Lomax Harrelle, the city was very fortunate to receive 


this donation from SWA. 


She said the 58 black olive trees have been planted by city 
staff. The trees were the last group of trees the SWA had avail- 
able for municipalities from a South County landfill site. The

Every once in a while, the 
weather gets a little wacky. 
Tornadoes in November, snow 
in August, a tropical storm in 
May. It is unusual. It is not 
what we normally expect from 
the weather. 

Every time the weather 
takes a strange twist, some cli- 
mate experts point at us and 
say we are to blame. If we 
were not polluting the air, they 
say, these "freaks of nature" 
would never deve]pp. 

Others, however, are not so 
certain. These scientists argue 
that global warming is an 
interesting theory that has yet 
to be proven. These folks say 
the freak storm may just be a 
natural cycle of nature. 

For example, the New York 
Times reported recently that 
Nor'easters, those large coastal 
storms that affect the north- 
east part of the country, are 
expected to become more pow 
erful. The article said scien- 
tists can't tell if the reason for 
bigger storms is the green- 
house effect or a natural 
change in our climate. 

Just over 100 years ago, 
Americans were asking the 
same questions about our cli- 
mate. Except, these folks 
weren't interested in saving 
the world. They only wanted to 
make money. 

Shortly after the Civil War, 
the Secretary of the Interior 
read a report claiming that cli- 
mate change could occur in the 
Central and Northern Plains if 
each settler planted 15 acres of 
forest trees on 160 acres of 


land. 

The report alio said that 
rain could be created by the 
human "vibration" of settlers, 
explosions by guns or fire- 
works and by simply farming 
the fields. "Rain follows the 
plow" was the slogan of the 
time. 

A slogan embraced by 
William Gilpin, a Colorado 
politician, lawyer and entre- 
preneur. As it turned out, 
Gilpin was móstly an entrepre- 
neur who was mostly interest- 
ed in making a lot of money. 
He used that phrase, rain fol- 
lows the plow, to attract set- 
tlers to the Central and 
Northern Plains, a place 


described by Americans at the 
time as the Great American 
Desert. 


In the letter half of the 19th 
century, Americans thought 
the Dakotas, western 
Nebraska and Kansas and the 
foothills of the Rockies were 
arid, treeless land. There was 
very little farming and even 
fewer settlers in the region.

American Desert 
actually a fertile, rain-rich 
land that could grow any crop. 

Gilpin's campaign was sim- 
ple: yes, we do live in an arid 
area but that can be changed. 
We can alter the climate, he 


one of Gilpin's advertisements 
asked. "Because it rains here 
more than any other place and 
at just the right time." One 


-Nebraska's "ideal climate". 

The campaign worked and, 
astonishingly, it actually did 
rain. As the pioneers headed () 
for the Great American Desert, 
they were blessed with a series 
of unusually wet years. The 
harvests were bountiful. The 
population of the region more 
than doubled to 2.5 million 
people. 

Did the influx of people actu- 
ally change the weather? If it 
did, their influence with C 
Mother Nature didn't last very ^ 
long. Within a few years, 
drought, not rain, followed the 
plow along with buzzards, cold 
snaps and millions of hungry 
grasshoppers. 

One hundred years'ago we 
learned that man has very lit- 
tle influence over the we. 
Today, we're trying to deter- i 
mine if that influence has 
grown.

Q. Help! My baby's clothes have yellow stains 
that I have been unable to remove with regular 
washing and bleaching.
